ING THE “BOLTERS” 

To the Editor, The Journal 

and Times: 

The nomination, campaign and de- 
feat of Governor Al Smith should 
not destroy the Demoeratie party in 
Alabaina. It is well understood that 
cnly a minority of the Democrats in 
Alabama wanted Governor Smith for 
president. This was made plain in 
the Democratic primary in May, and 
again in November. Politicians and 
party leaders in Alabama used high 
pressure methods to hold Democrats 
in line and to coerce party loyalty, 
and we know that a very large ma- 
jority of the votes cast for Smith op- 
posed his nomination and election as 
president of the United States. The 
overwhelming majority of the Demo- 
crats of Alabama were opposed to 
lis election, 

I notice that Mr. E. C. Boswell, of 
Geneva, wants a meeting of the 
state Democratic executive commit- 
tee called for the purpose of ‘read- 
ing out of the party’? all who did not 
support Governor Smith. During the 
campaign threats were repeatedly 
made that this would be done, Mr.

We know that an 
overwhelming majority of Alabama 
Democrats would now oppose any 
efforts to read out of the party those 
who did not support Governor Smith 
for president. 

1 do not believe that any wise par- 
ty leader would advise any action of 
the executive committeee to bar 
Democrats from the 1930 primary 
election. I have never agreed that 
it was wise to oust Honorable Hugh 
Locke and Honorable Hamp Draper 
from the state executive committee.

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Fashionably Colorful Gallery 
Missing As Congress Convenes

Washington, Dec. 8.—The fashion- 
ably colorful gallery accompaniment 
of the opening of Congress was no- 
ticeably lacking today when the Sey- 
entieth Congress went through the 
formality of beginning its short ses- 
sion, 

The galleries were for the most 
part calm, filled with somberly clad 
women and men, The four women 
members of the House, in their black 
frocks, melted into the ensemble pic- 
ture made by their masculine co-leg- 
iglators, and even the tourists wan- 
dering through the capitol halls and 
sticking curious heads in the gallery 
doors wore no colorful raiment. 

Dignity marked the conduct in the 
spectators’ sectors of both houses. 
Many seats in the section reserved 
for the families of members of Con- 
gress were unfilled when the gavels 
iell promptly at noon. 

Political Enemies Greeted 

The business of greeting political 
enemies, though personal friends, by 
the members on the floor caused the 
greatest evidence of interest in the 
audience. A continuous babble of 
voices marked the five minutes just 
before the Senate was pounded to or- 
der by Vice President Dawes and was 
immediately resumed after the open- 
ing prayer by the chaplain. In the 
House the confusion was fairly deaf- 
ening and spectators were having dif- 
ficulty making themselves understood 
as they pointed out prominent figures 
on the floor below to their friends, 

Representative Robert G. Simmons, 
of Nebraska, entered the chamber 
holding in his arms his pink romper- 
clad son. 

In the Senate, Mrs. Dawes sat in 
the front row of the galery, nodding 
her head in queenly fashion in re- 
sponse to the waves sent in her di- 
rection from senators on the floor. 
Mrs, Joe T. Robinson, wife of the 
Democratic vice presidential nomi- 
nee, was a member of the feminine 
contingent on hand to watch husbands 
get to work. Near her sat Mrs, Bd- 
ward L. Gann; sister and Washing- 
ton hostess of Vice President-elect 
Curtis Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt, assistant attorney general, 
and Mrs, Alvin T. Hert, vice chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, were in their seats at an early 
hour. 

Women Are Greeted 

At the House side ‘of the capitol 
Representative Katherine Langley, of 
Kentucky, was the first feminine 
rember to make her appearance. She 
wore a black velvet frock, with the 
only relieving note 2 long string of 
pearls, She went immediately to her 
seat and was surrounded by a group 
of friends who came to greet her. 
She graciously held court until Speak- 
er Longworth rapped his gavel for 
order. A 

The other three women of the 
House, Representatives Florence 
Kahn, of California; Edith Nourse 
Rogers, of Massachusetts, and Mary 
| Norton, of New Jersey, came in 
shortly afterward and wove their 
way through a maze of extended 
hands. 

George H. Combs, Jr., the baby 
member of the House, was the busi- 
est person on thefloor. First he made 
the rounds of the women members, 
and then scurried up and down the 
aisles, greeting representatives on all 
sides of him. 

Alice Roosevelt Longworth, wife of 
the speaker, and a familiar figure at 
every opening session of Congress, 
attracted nearly as much attention 
in her obscure gallery seat as did her 
husband on the rostrum,

Favoruble conditions existed thru 
most of the early fall, but on, the 
first dvuy of the quail season numer- 
ous fire prang up. This is not at 
all surprising, sinee other things be- 
line eoual, the relative number of 
fires will vary directly as the num- 
lher of people in the woods, If peo- 
ple ave eareful the actual number 
will be comparatively small, but, such 
it is, it will conform closely to the 


rule. 

During the colder parts of the year 

warming fires built by woods work- 
ers, ete., will constitute a consider- 
able souree of danger. During Jan- 
uarv, February and Mareh, also, 
many fires will probably be set by 
people under the mistaken impres- 
cion that they are improving the stock 
range Most of these fires are strict- 
ly of an incendiary nature and the 
persons who set them, are subject to 
prosecution under state laws. 
' Fires set by turpentine operators 
to cleav the ground of debris will 
likely cause an additional number of 
extensive burnings. In all such cases 
care should be taken to set that the 
fire is restricted to the ar being 
worked for naval stores.

Accidental Deaths In State 


Montgomery, Ala., Dee, 8.—The 
mounting toll of deaths due to acei- 
dents has reached the point where it 
constitutes a major health problem, 
uccording to a recent bulletin issued 
fvom the State Health Department. 
Migures cited in the bulletin reveal 
the surprising fact that in 1927 acci- 
dental deaths stood as the fourth 
most important cause of mortality in 
Alabama, In that year there were a 
total of 1,759 deaths from accidents, 
this figurecbeing surpassed only by 
the number of deaths from heart dis- 
ease, 2,851, tuberculosis, 2,220, and 


nephritis, 2,086. The number of 
deaths from accidents was gyeater 
than from pneumonia, which claim- 


ed 1,734 victims during the year, or 
from cancer, which caused 1,287 
deaths. Accidental deaths formed 
6.9 per cent of. the total deaths from 
all causes in Alabama in 1927. “Fur- 
thermore,” the bulletin states ‘the 
large number of children who lose 
their lives through preventable acci- 
dents moves all who are interested
